These facts are sufficiently accurate to pass 
for history. They do not. however, embjrace the | 
whole truth. While the major portion of the 
Mohawks followed Brant to Canada, yet there 
were mau refanauts of the tribe still scattered 
through the wilds of norchern Herkim , uawill- 
ing to quit the ancestral lurkiog-piaces and 
game-abounding forests familiarly soon to all 
New-Yorkers as the John Brown Tiact.” The 
writer rémembers having met many of these 
savages in the town of Saliswury, at different 
times, even so late as 1833 and 34. They would 
frequeutiy call at his father’s residence, and not 
ask for, but demand, such articles of food, cloth- 
ing, and ornament as they might chance to see,

Segal Dispatch to The Chicacto Tribune, 

SrRinGFIE LD, Feb. 12.—-The cases of Gehring. 
of Sangamon, and Claflin, of Du Page, referred 
to the Committee on jElections to report upon 
their eligibility (which, as to each, are questions 
on the ground of non-residence within two years 
preceding their election), were brought before 
the House this morning, through a personal ex- 
planation made by Claflin as a matter of priv- 
ilege. He stated that it was well understood 
that his case had been referred to the Commit- 
tee as an offset to another (that of Gehring). 
He had understood from the Chairman of 
the Committee that no report would be 
made. For his part, hg should insist upon an 
investigation. With reference to an article 
which had appearod in a Springfield paper stating 
that he had been a State officer io Miesissippi in 
1874, be stated that he had held no State office 
in Mississippi. He had, fora time, been acting 
Principal of a college there, aud as such bad 
signed an invitation to members of the Missis- 
sippi Legislature to visit the institution. Upon 
this it bad been assumed that he was an officer 
of that State, wlule, in fact, he had not been out 
of Titimois three months at atime, 
and his family bad resided in this 
State, and he had voted here and paid his taxes 
here. He offered a resolution instructing the 
Committee to report on his case, so far as it had 
then been investigated, on Tuesday next.

CIVILIZING ALASKA. 


A Statement of the Need of the Natives 
—about Zwenty Thousand seuis 
Wanting Missiovuaries and Teachers 
NO Need ot Troops. 

PorTianpD, Ore., Jan. 25, 1875.—Drarn Sie: Io 
September last (1874) I called together as Fort 
Urangel a meoung of the caiefs and the 
leading heads of families, who were 
assembled for trade apd other  pur- 
saits connected With transportation o the 
Oassisiar, by way of the Stickeen River. At the 
meeting, from what I approximated bv varions 
reports from all the accessibie sources, I infer 
tuat tho native aboriginal inhabitants were about 
90,000 souls, extending to 54 degrees 40 minutes 
to Unalaska, mostly settled in villages along 
the shores, upon islands, estuaries, ete., in 
localities best adapted to their special pursuits, 
* buntiag, fur-trading, etc. The chiefa 
aod others present at the meeting purported 
to represent about 3,000 souls. They volunteered 
the oer that if teachers, misisters, ete., were 
sent to instruct them they would build churches 
and school-houses at their own cost and labor, 
which they are competent to do, as they are all 
expert in log architect ars on primitive priaci- 
ples. They have long been envious of 
their neighbors on the British side of the line, 
at Fort Simpson, kuown as the Metia Katha 
tribe, who have advanced in civilized habits 
and education by the efforts of English Protest- 
ant missionacies quite up to the standard of the 
older Christian communities of the seacoasts.

A FALSE PRETEXT. 

Mr. Dawes, in his speech defending the 
bill imposing an immense and unwelcome in- 
crease of taxes, wes guilty of several sugges- 
tions that were true and some omissions of 
fact, thus rendering his statement unworthy 
of the occasion and of his own position. He 
quoted the law by which the Government at 
the beginning of the War provided that a 
sum in coin equal to 1 per cent of the public 
debt should be annually put into a sinking 
fund for the retirement of the principal of 
the debt, ‘There was no such payment into 
the sinking fund until 1969, since which 
time there have been purchased for that pur- 
pose bonds to the amount of 141,012, 050, and 
in addition thereto there have been purchased 
other bonds to the amount of $182,241,750. 
The expenditures of the last year left buta 
surplus revenue of three millions of dollars, 
and no payment into the sinking fund was 
made. The pretext for the increase of taxes 
is, that the Government must have 
thirty-four millions of dollars revenue 
to pay this 1 per cent into the 
sinking fund and to pay the interest on the 
various purchases ine 1869. The fact that 
since 1869 the United States have purchased 
$182,000,000 of bonds in excess of the sum 
required for the sinking fund is met by Mr. 
Dan with the assertion that, had the pur- 
chases for the sinking fund been made from 
the beginning, in 1862, they would now 
amount to $417,566,056, leaving a deficit in 
the sinking fundjof $300,000,000, and that if 
against this the $182,000,000 of other bonds 
be offset, there will be still a deficit of over a 
hundred millions of dollars. This is little 
better than pettifogging. The amount of the 
public debt paid off and discharged between 
1862 and 1874 is not represented alone by 
the purchase of the bonds since 1869. On 
the ist of July, 1866, the public debt was 
$2,773,236,174, 6 large sum having previ- 
ously been paid. On the ist of July, 1874, 
the amount of the public debt was $2,251,- 
690,468, showing that in the eight years from 
1866 to 1874 there had been paid of the prin- 
cipal of the public debt no less than $521,- 
545,706. But the debt in 1874 includes $58,- 
000,000, for which the Treasury has cash off- 
set. Computing the payment into the sink- 
ing fund from 1862 to 1874 at Mr. Dawes’ 
own figures, $417,566,656, we have a pay- 
ment of over one hundred and sixty millions 
in excess of the requirements of the law. The 
figures may be thus stated:

disgraceful measure of an increase of 
taxes, not to meet any waforeseen contingency, 
but to keep up ex tunes on the basis of 
flush times and inflation which existed before 
the panic. Not a pet scheme or job will he 
dare extinguish ; not a leak in the Treasury 
will he stop; not a profligate expenditure 
will he reduce, but brawls for more taxes, 

Mr. Dawis appealed to the Republican 
party to pass his tax bill, on the ground that 
that party was “responsible for the legisla- 
tion of the country, and responsible for 
maintaining the public faith, and responsible 
for furnishing the means to carry un the Gov- 
ernment during the next two years”! 

This is not true, On the 4th of March 
next, the Republican party will cease to be 
responsible for the future legislation of the 
country; on that day the responsibity for 
providing means for enrrying on the Goverr- 
ment and for maintaining the public credit will 
pass to the Democratic party, to whom the 
people last November transferred it. That 
Democratic House will hold the purse and 
the sword; it can foren the repeal of all laws, 
and can force the passage of others. It will 
be able to dictate what shall be the policy of 
the Government. It will be responsible for 
not only the laws it may enact, but for the 
laws it does not repeal. Let that House have 
the responsibility which will belong to it. 
For the present House to undertake to fore- 
stall legislation for the next two years, and 
by extravagant appropriations reduce the 
Treasury to an inability to meet its obli- 
gations, is only to provoke public indigna- 
tion, and to furnish the adverse party with 
the very political capital it longs for and 
needs in order to retain power. 

The American people are willing to bear all

THE ARKANSAS MATTER. 

The report of the House Committee on the 
Arkansas case was made by Judge Potanp 
and three other members, That Committee 
reported that, whatever may have been the 
result of the election in 1872, when the Dem- 
ocratic ticket was counted out,” there can 
be no question that the election of 1874 was 
peaceful and orderly, aud that the new Con- 
stitution and the present State Government 
was elected by a very large majority of the 
people of the State. Upon the presentation 
of this report, which is approved possibly by 
nine-tenths of all those who have given the 
least attention to the question, the President 
has communicated to the Senate a message in 
which he says: 

I will venture to express the opinion that all the tes- 
timony shows that, in ths esction of 1872, Joszrx 
Brooxs was lawfully elected Governor of that State; 
that he has been unlawfully deprived of the possession 
of his office since that time; tunt in 1874 the Constitu- 
tiom of that State, by violence, intimidation, and revo- 
lutionary proceedings, was overthrown, 2 new Consti- 
tution adopted, and a new State Government estab- 
lished. These proceedings, if permitted to stand, 
practically ignore all righie of mimorities in all the 
States, Also, what is there to prevent each of the 
States recently admitted to Federal relations on cer~ 
tain conditions from chang ng their Constitutions and 
violating their pledges if this action in Arkansas is 
acquiesced in? I respectfully submit whether a proce- 
dent so dangerous to the stability of State Govern- 
ment, if not of the Nehonmal Government also, should 
be recognized by Congress. 

The President, it will be seen, has reached 
conclusions, both as to law and facts, different 
from those of the Republican Committee of 
the House, and we cannot but assume that 
the President has been imposed upon by those 
who seek to retain power and place against 
the expressed wishes of the people of Arkan- 
ses. It has been only a few months since 
bogus Brooxs sought by force to overturn 
the de facto Government of the State, and the 
President ordered the National troops to pro- 
tect that Government against the usurper 
Brooss. Acting under suggestions from Wash- 
ington, the Legislature was convened, and or- 
dered an election of delegates to a State Con- 
vention to remodel the State Constitution. 
The Convention met, and the new Constitn- 
tion was adopted by the following vote: 
Yeas, 78,689; nays, 24,807; majority, 53,882. 
Under it, the present State Government was 
élected by equally large majorities. The hon- 
est seeker after justice will fail to see any- 
thing revolutionary or unprecedented in this 
proceeding. It has mever been questioned 
that the people of every State have the right 
to framie or amend their own Constitutions 
when and how they please. Theonly restric- 
tions are that the form of government of the 
State must be republican, and that 
the provisions of the State Constitu- 
tion must be subordinate to the National 
Constitution. Keeping within these restric- 
tions, the power of the people of any State 
to amend and change their Constitation can-

One 
of them, a woman, and assistant to the En- 
grossing Clerk, who writes for papers in York- 
ville and Aurora, who has vindictively at- 
tacked the Governor and members of the 
House withcut cause for fear of losing her 
psy, has her letters read and revised, we are 
informed, by Hanves before they are sent out.

The whole clerical 
force of the two Houses seem to be engaged 
in this disreputable business. The reason for 
this unusual operation lies in the fact that 
Hares is a candidate for Governor. He has 
therefore subsidized as many as possible of 
the country press to advance his presumed in- 
terests by denunciation of the present Gov- 
ernor and the Republican members, arid has 
commenced newspaper electioneering, paying 
for it out of the State Treasury. Were it not 
for the fact that he controls the clerical force, 
who are paid out of the State Treasury; that 
he requires them to write in his interests by 
their knowledge that they will lose. their 
situations if they do mot; and that 
what they write, therefore, is inspired or in- 
spected by him, he would receive such a lash- 
ing for his unparliamentary and grossly parti- 
san conduct and wrongful rulings that he 
would be glad to step down and out from his 
position to save himself from the wrath of 
papers of all political complexions.

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THE IRON AND STEEL TRADE. 
The American Iron and Steel Association, 
which met at Philadelphia on the 11th inst., 
is a really representative assembly, represent- 


ing a great industrial interest. 


The report of the Secrotary of the Associa- 
tion shows that the condition of the iron and 
steel trade has lately gone from bad to worse.

Sermon ot Gishop Vaughan te Col- 
ored People, at Balt more. 
From the Baltimore Sun, 

The Re. Rev. H. Vaughan, Bithop of Sal- 
ford, England. Saperior General of the mission 
to the colored people of the United States, who, 
with several priesis, came to Balt more on the 
22d of Jauuarv, preached a sermon to colored 
people at St. Francia Xavier Church, corner | of 
Saratoga aud Calvert streets, yesterday moru- 
ing. He gave bis eonelu ions of the condition of 
the colored people in the South from a visis 
through the Southern Rtates three or four yeers 
ago. They ere divided into three clase- 
es: Fist, the utterly degraded, who, 
in Mississippi and Louisiana, are Voudoo 
worshipers, and seem to be imbued 
with the powers of Satan; this ¢lassis few in 
numbers. Second, those who have vo religion 
at all, numbering Many thousands, and those 
who belong to s mie of the sects, desire to do 
sight, aud serve God as well as they can. ShirJ, 
the Catnolics, many of whom have fallen away 
because of the want of priests to instruct them 
and be tneir pastoral guides. He found tue col- 
ored people oiten rising to great heights of 
sanctity, and many instances are had among 
them of people who are examples m the faith.

PROTECTING FIRE-HYDRANTS. 
To the Edtior of The Chicaco Tridune: 

Cn, Fab. 12.—The method adopted for 
protecting fire-bydreota thréugh our long and 
extreme winters is comically insufficient. When 
the mercury goes below zero, as it has a way of 
doing, accrps of men sally forth, armed with 
littie pails filled with salt. A judicious dose of a 
hendfal of the saline substance chucked iato the 
opened hyaraut is supposed to convert the water 
above the supply-vaive into brine. But the salt 
soon settles at the bottom, thé water freezes, 
and the hydrant is useless. | 

Now, it occurred to your correspondent, as he 
watched the above operation, that it would be 
vastly better to provide a small suction-ppmp, 
such as plumbers use, and, sav, 10 feet of üve- 
ply rubber hose, one-half inch in diameter. This 


hose coujd be forced down the opened bydrant 
until stopped by the supply-valve. which ig be- 
low the frost linc. Then attach the other end to 
the pump, and withdraw all the water above the 
valve, leaving only a column of air, which will 
not freeze even in our winters. 

In case the valve should oak, as may occaBion- 
ally occur, and the water freeze, and also to 
thaw out the now generally frozen hydrants, I 
would suggest the provision of 12 or 15 feet of 

4-inch steam conducting hose for every engine 
the department. One end being attached to 
tne boiler of the steamer, and the other 
thrust down until it comes in contact with the 
ice, steum is admitted, thawing the ice and 
throwing out the water as melied and con- 
densed from the steam, steadily forcing the 
hose dowu ward until the valve is reached. The 
plan now in use is to attach a tight coupling to 
the hydrant and admit steam, but the melied ice 
and condensed steam, having no escape, lic as a 
merely lukewarm medium between the ice Below 
and steam above. Hence cousiderable time is re- 
quired to thaw out a hydrant, while, by the 
method I suggest, five minutes would or.

THE WEATHER AND THE RAILROADS. 

The various railroads leading to and from this 
city are still sufferiog severely from the intense 
cold and the heavy snow-fall of two days ago. 
Freighi business is almost entirely suspended, 
and the passenger-trains are all out of time, ar- 
riving and departing regardless of time-tables. 

The Lake Shore & Michigan Southern Raitroad 
reports snow, ice, and high winds prevailing 
along the line. The freight trains have all 
stopped running, but will be put onagain to-day. 
The passenger-trains have to move very cau- 
tiously, and are arriving many hours behind 
time. The engine of the Pacific express lost a 
truck-wheel at Laporte yesterday morning, its 
replacement occasioning additional delay. 

The state of affairson the Michigan Central 
Railroad is no better, The freight traffic is a'so 
suspended, owing to the trouble of clearing the 
tracks from the heavy snow drifts piled up at 
various points.

If E. A. W. is right, why has not the third road 
shared the fate of ite unforsupate neighbors, 
who have failed to thrive under heavy debts,” 
and why have not all the other roads of the 
State shared the fate of these two unfortunates, 
and the eight or ten others of the State in like 
predicament ? 

Facts are stubborn things, and often explode 
the best of theories. Let us look at a few and 
see if better reasons cannot be found for the 
failure of the two roads, which has s0 profoandly 
agitated the sympathies of E. A. W. The report 
of the Rockford, Rock Island & St. Louis Railroad 
Company for the year ending June 80, 1873, 
returned to the Railroad Commissioners under 
oath of its President and Secretary, which, it 
will be noted, was before the Railroad law of the 
State took effect, shows that at that date, with a 
capital stock amounting to 66,490, 579.41, it owed 
a gold debt amountirg to 69 000,000, and a float- 
ing debt of $319,935.10, and had been built at an 
average cost of $52,340 per mile, with its con- 
struction account not * closed.
